YOUNG mother who is a friend of our family entered her 
daughter in a girl’s school. She said to the head-miitress: 
^M ary is not much of a student. She likes history and docs fairly 
well in French, but in arithmetic I think she is almost a total loss. 
Amazement appeared on the face of the head-mistress. Do you 
mean to tell me,” she exclaimed, “that you have brought us a child 
who has faults! After sitting here for years and listening to mother! 
whose daughters were paragons of virtue and intelligence, thi* 
it indeed a novel experience!” 
Most of us are constitutionally unable to see any defect in those 
we love. It might be better sometimes if we could. Perhaps if we 
could analyze our children cold-bloodedly we might be able to 
bolster them with added strength. 
On the other hand, what a blessing it is that we do not always 
see too well. 
In cleaning out my desk one day I ran across a photograph of 
our first baby, taken when he was about six weeks old. I remember 
how proudly we sent it to all our relatives at Christmas time; how 
positive we were that there had never been in all history so beauti­ 
ful a child. 
Today the picture gives me a fit. It must be my youngster, for 
my wife is holding it. But instead of the beautiful cherub I remem­ 
ber, what is she holding? Something that looks exactly like a sum- 
mer squash. 
Without the blessed blindness of women it is difficult to see how 
any marriage could be a sustained success. We men know each 
other—that no one of us is very good. Yet our wives have the silly 
notion that we are great stuff. And by their faith they keep us 
going. 
Centuries ago a city was attacked by the armies of Syria. A 
prophet lived in that city. A messenger rushed to him in great 
alarm: “Alas, my master! how shall we do?” 
*fo which the prophet replied calmly: 
,TFear no t; for they that be with us are more than they that be 
with them.” . .. “And the eyes of the young man were opened, and 
behold the mountain was full of horses and chariots round about 
Elisha.” 
There are forces of goodness in people that are visible only to 
the eyes of lovt. There are forces of power that can be estimated 
onlv bv the eves of faith. 
The important thing is to he intelligently blind to the surface 
defects, and to be able to sec and appreciate the things that can not 
be seen. 


Stopping Jflar 
M 
Y friend Admiral Samuel McGowan was purchasing 
agent for the Navy during the W orld W ar. 
H e saw som eth in g of the fine idealism and sacrifice which 
war calls forth. But he saw, also, how greed and profiteering 
and the basest sort of selfishness wrap themselves in the cloak 
of patriotism and proceed cold-bloodedly to exploit the public 
necessity. 
He sends me his plan for preventing war, to which I am 
glad to give wide publicity. 
“Amend the Constitution,” he urges, “so as to require 
that before war can be declared or participated in (except only 
In the event of attack or invasion) there shall be a Referendum: 
“That if a majority of the votes cast be for ptac*, there the 
matter ends; if for rvar, every able-bodied male dtixen between 
the ages of 18 and 35 shall be drafted, and 
“That from the day war is declared until peace is finally con­ 
cluded, no price or wag* shall exceed what it was 90 (toys prior 
to such declaration. 
“That all profits in excess of 5 per cent shall be forfeited to 
the Government, and that no person, firm or corporation shall in 
peace-time or war-time be received as a contractor who is not a 
manufacturer, or a regular dealer, in the articles to be tupphe<L— 
regular dealer being none other than one who, at the time the 
offer is submitted, either owns outright the articles offered of 
dependably controls their source of supply.” 
I cannot see how any intelligent patriotic person can object 
to that proposal. 
If we had the sense and courage to write it 
into the Constitution at once we should destroy war propaganda, 
for no one would be so foolish as to spend money on propaganda 
when no money could possibly he made from war. 
We should entirely remove the present premium on war and 
in its stead impose a very heavy penalty. 
The silliness of war, under modem conditions of destructivo- 
ness, is almost as appalling as its horror. 
Napoleon liked to tell the story of the Dey of Algiers who, 
on hearing that the French were fitting out an expedition to de­ 
stroy the town, sent word that if the king would give him half 
the money that the expedition would cost he would bum the town 
down himself. 
Our experience with war costs and war debts ought to hava 
taught us that the Dey was a pretty wise old owl I
